2. Claims 1-6, 10-12, 14, 15, 18-20 and 22-24 are allowed. 

3. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 1-6, 10-12, 14, 15, 18, 19 and 24, the prior art, either singularly or in 
combination, does not teach or suggest a method comprising: 

". . .determining an identity of a user associated with a communications device; and 
defining a modified version of the provided digital image data, based on the determined identity 
of the user wherein defining the modified version of the provided digital image data, based on 
the determined identity of the user, comprises: retrieving image-modification data from a 
database, based on the determined identity; defining the modified version of the provided image 
data based on the retrieved image-modification data; changing the image data to indicate identity 
of the user; and changing the image data to include a watermark." 

Regarding claims 20, 22 and 23, the prior art, either singularly or in combination, does 
not teach or suggest "... 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
